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While express ly reserving all l'ub«tantiv« and procedural
rights, we agree with the Government '• decieion to reopen (th»
Administrative Record at the NL cite. The PRPs and the City have
been attempting to aeoure reconsideration of the Government's
oheaen residential soil remedy for over three years.

It is important that the mechanics of the reopening be
established as quickly as possible. In light of the extensive
nature of the health study, it aay fcekti vuare than thirty days for
it to be reviewed and incorporated into written comments.
Perhaps this can be discussed briefly before our confer eoc* with
the Court «

Specifically, CBBCLA requires that the Government provide
for participation of All intoreited pirioas, including
potentially responsible parties. At what point is the Government
planning to notify the remaining three hundred or so PRPs of its
decision? Also, absene* of proper notice, as alleged by the PRP
Defendants in this case, is significant to the Government's
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"r««pon>« action*" at the «ite. It !• th» poaition of
th« PKP D»£«nd*nti that until 9PA'* non-complianc* with th»
notion provision of C8KCIA i» cured, the 3cv»rnin»nt'» ongoing
•xp«nditur« of £ondi i« not r»oov«rabl«. W* underitand from
officiftlf of the City of Granite city that tha ooit of th« rapid
r«»ponie action will b« *«v«ra timai graatar than tha aatioata in
the Adminietrative Record•
